County’s $30,000 settlement ends lawsuit

Bob Gulbe’s latest legal ac¬ 
tion against Mountain View 
County has been discontinued 
after reaching an agreement 
with Council which will see the 
County pay $30,000 in compen¬ 
sation to Gulbe. 

Council’s decision came dur¬ 
ing a special council meeting 
March 4. After incamera discus¬ 
sions with the Gulbe family, 
Councillor Arnie Shea made the 
motion to pay the agreed 
amount. The motion was 
passed 6-1 with Councillor 
Charlie Van Arnam against. 

This settlement ends more 
than seven years of bad blood 
between the Gulbe family and 
county council and administra¬ 
tion. The dispute began in 1998 
when a second residence, a log 
home, was built by Gulbe on 
Bob Gulbe Jr.’s land, northwest 
of Olds, in division 6. 

The home was built without 
proper permits being issued. 
Gulbe maintains more than one 
Mountain View County coun¬ 
cillor gave him verbal permis¬ 
sion to begin construction and 


apply for development permits 
in the mean time. 

Subsequently, the permits 
were not approved by council. 

Council’s position was 
Mountain View County by-laws 
had not been followed, proper 
permits were not obtained and 
the home would have to be 
moved. 

Two years later and thou¬ 
sands of dollars in fines and 
five-times-the-fee penalties, the 
Gulbes did finally get re-desig- 
nation and the proper permits 
approved. 

In 2000, it was reported that 
$27,000 had been paid by the 
Gulbes to the County which 
included $12,000 in develop¬ 
ment fees and another $15,000 
deposit that was not returned 
when the home hadn’t been 
moved by September of that 
year, which was court ordered. 

Today Gulbe said his family 
has paid tens of thousands of 
dollars in legal fees, penalties 
and deposits and the whole fam¬ 
ily is happy this dispute is fi¬ 
nally over. 

“We have come to an agree¬ 
ment,” said Gulbe from his 


home, March 5. “Since 1998 to 
now we have been dealing with 
four different councils. It is 
good to finally have one that is 
approachable. This is the first 
council we have ever been able 
to sit down and talk to.” 

Councillor Dave Derksen, 
who has sat on council to wit¬ 
ness the entire dispute, agrees. 

“This council has a different 
concept of what a council is 
supposed to be and what it is 
doing and its purpose," he said. 
(At the last meeting) “nobody 
hollered at (the Gulbes), no¬ 
body threatened to throw them 
out, nobody called the commis¬ 
sioner or (special constables). 
We shook hands when it was 
over and went our own way.” 

Derksen said seeing both 
sides come to this agreement 
was like ‘the world suddenly 
had some sunshine in it.’ 

“1 think the Gulbe family felt 
that way too.” 

Van Arnam warned council 
may have crossed a line they 
shouldn’t with this agreement. 
He questions what precedent 
this may be setting. 

“In my mind, that vote (to 


accept the settlement) seriously 
undermined the credibility of 
our bylaws and our ability to 
enforce them. Although the 
Gulbe situation could have 
been handled better in years 
past, I don’t know how to tell 
people how to interpret our 
bylaws.” 

He is hoping people will con¬ 
tinue to follow the “letter of the 
law” but wonders how this de¬ 
cision will effect two stop work 
orders that have been issued by 
the present council. 

“How are we going to en¬ 
force the other two stop 
work orders that are out 
there. The more I think 
about it the more it con¬ 
cerns me,” said Van Arnam. 

Reeve A1 Kemmere said he 
is also concerned by this in¬ 
terpretation. 

“I’m not sure what this 
message is going to send, 
I’m afraid of the message it 
may send, but I guess the 
interpretation will remain 
to be seen.” 

Derksen said communica¬ 
tion will be the key.

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Wild Rose MP decries his party’s budget inaction

Wild Rose residents who 
wanted their MP to vote 
against the federal budget 
last week were out of luck 
when Conservative leader 
Stephen Harper threatened 
MP Myron Thompson with 
“severe consequences” if he 
voted either way on it. 

“1 was going to vote no,” 
said Thompson. “For when 
the caucus took the vote on 
it, the majority of people 
said that we should abstain, 
that the country wasn’t 
ready for another election. 
I put up a vigorous argu¬ 
ment that I felt compelled by 
principal to vote the will of 
my constituents. 

“The leader then specifi¬ 
cally said we must be united 
in this and therefore no one 
is to vote no. I then said, “I 
can’t live with that. I am 
here and elected to represent 
my people and I am going to 
vote no. I was told that the 
consequences for doing so 
would be severe.” 

“So I said I don’t know 
what the consequences are 
but I am protesting and I am 
going home. 1 will not sit on 
my hands in the House of 
Commons.” 

When the vote came, Con¬ 
servative MPs in the House 
did not rise to vote. In the 
end, the budget motion 
passed 132 to 74. with the 
Bloc and NDP voting 
against it. Like all of his fel¬ 
low Conservative MPs, 
Thompson did not vote.

When the budget was an¬ 
nounced Thompson 

slammed it for its lack of 
new funding for agriculture. 

Liberal Finance Minister 
Ralph Goodale expressed sat¬ 
isfaction that the budget 
passed. NDP leader Jack 
Layton accused the Con¬ 
servatives of playing politics 
at the expense of democracy. 

“Why doesn’t Mr. Harper 
have the courage to stand up 
and simply vote for the 
budget - because that’s what 
he’s doing in effect,” Layton 
reportedly said. 

Thompson said he trav¬ 
elled 1,800 kilometres 
through his riding to gauge 
public opinion on the 
budget, holding a town hall 
meeting with several coun¬ 
cils and there was “pretty 
much an agreement that 1 
should vote against that 
budget.” 

“I told the residents that 


1 would be voting no on the 
budget, and that’s the way 
they wanted me to vote,” he 
said. 

Harmattan farmer Dick 
Ross attended Thompson’s 
town hall meeting. He called 
the MP’s failure to vote on 
the budget unacceptable. 

"You’ve got to be joking. 
What is going on with those 
guys? What’s wrong with 
Stephen Harper? What’s 
wrong with democracy? 
Myron should have voted on 
it. That blows my mind,” 
said Ross. 

Thompson was not at all 
pleased with his leader’s de¬ 
cree and plans to bring the 
matter up at the party’s na¬ 
tion convention, he said. 

“I’m going to go to the 
convention and try to con¬ 
vince the party that free 
votes are essential to a solid 
democracy. I don’t mean free 
to do what I want to do or

NILA Column on UCA 
Transmission Costs 


Alberta’s modern gas and 
electricity markets have be¬ 
come increasingly technical 
and complex for consumers. 
And that is one of the rea¬ 
sons the Utilities Consumer 
Advocate was established: 
to inform Albertans about 
how today’s energy market¬ 
place works, and what their 
rights are when it comes to 
dealing with electricity and 
gas utilities. 

One issue that has re¬ 
ceived some attention 
lately, and which may be 
unclear to many Albertans, 
is the Alberta government’s 
new policy regarding trans¬ 
mission of electricity 
across the province and 
how the costs for this ap¬ 
pear on consumers’ utility 
bills. 

This province has expe¬ 
rienced tremendous growth 
and Alberta’s generation 
capacity has increased by 
more than 30 per cent since 
1998 to meet the demand. 
The Alberta government 
knows that transmission 
Infrastructure must now be 


upgraded in order to keep 
pace. That includes fortify¬ 
ing tranmission lines to bet¬ 
ter accommodate increasing 
power loads while at the 
same time reducing the loss 
of power that occurs over 
older, lower-capacity lines. 

The new transmission 
policy is intended to improve 
the system’s reliability and 
efficiency, and ensures con¬ 
sumers across the province 
pay the same rate and re¬ 
ceive reliable service, re¬ 
gardless of where they live. 

In the past, consumers 
didn’t see the charge of their 
electricity bills because it 
was “bundled” in with the 
per kilowatt-hour energy 
charge. However, consum¬ 
ers are now seeing the cost 
of transmission as a deliv¬ 
ery charge on their bills. 

All consumers, whether 
industrial, commercial, resi¬ 
dential, farm or irrigator, 
have always paid for their 
electricity service - includ¬ 
ing transmission. However 
major construction of trans¬ 
mission lines has not oc¬ 


curred in about two decades. 

As much-needed transmis¬ 
sion is built, consumer bills 
will be subject to minimal 
increases in delivery 
charges. 

Estimates are that resi¬ 
dential customers may see a 
$1 to $2 per month addi¬ 
tional cost for a new trans¬ 
mission. 

Alberta consumers will 
not subsidize electricity ex¬ 
ports. Alberta has rules that 
ensure that exports pay for 
transmission service as well 
as any lines dedicated for 
exports.

If shoppers 
find the majority of stores in 
Didsbury closed, they will 
just go elsewhere, and in 
fact, will make shopping 
elsewhere a tradition. 

Allowing Sunday shop¬ 
ping acknowledges the real¬ 
ity of the modern world we 
live in, with continually 
changing work patterns and 
the increasing numbers of 
busy, two income families. 

It is now firmly fixed in 
our psyche that Sunday is a 
day when you can consume 
if you so choose. In actual 
fact, we now have a whole 
new generation of consum¬ 
ers who don’t know what it’s 
like to not be able to shop 
on Sunday. 

Right now, consumers 
who want or need to shop-on 
Sunday at a retail shop, gro¬ 
cery store, or department 
store, in a location conven¬ 
ient to where they live, are 
prevented from doing so.

That Sion Rural Electrification Association Limited, pursuant to section 24(1) of the Rural Utilities 
Act, Alberta, amalgamate with C entral Alberta Rural Electrification Association Limited on the terms 
and conditions set out in the Amalgamation Agreement, and that the amalgamated association be 
known as Central Alberta Rural Electrification Association Limited. 

Note: Extraordinary resolutions to be successful must be carried by a majority of not less than 2/3 
votes cast by members of each REA present and voting at their respective special general meetings. 

ADDITIONAL BYLAWS TO BE APPROVED AT THE AMALGAMATION MEETING 

The Board of Directors shall have the authority to approve future amalgamations with any Rural 
Electrification Association subject to Director of Rural Electrification Associations approval. 

The Board of Directors shall have the authority to supply energy to the members as a Self-Retailer as 
provided for under the Electric Utilities Act.

RDCSB 
teachers 
get new 
five-year 
deal

The Red Deer Catholic 
School Board (RDCSB) has 
ratified a new five year 
Memorandum of Agreement 
that provides teachers with 
a 7.5% increase in salary 
during the first three years, 
plus a 1% increase on their 
health benefit plan. 

The agreement will cover 
the period September 1, 2004 
until August 31, 2009. Years 
four and five teachers will 
receive the average of the 
increase granted to Calgary 
Catholic and Public teach¬ 
ers. 

“We are extremely pleased 
we are able to have labour 
peace in our jurisdiction un¬ 
til August 31, 2009. This 
agreement is a positive step 
forward for the jurisdic¬ 
tion’s teachers and stu¬ 
dents,” said Gord Bonje, 
Board Chair. 

Among other benefits this 
new agreement will also pro¬ 
vide funding for profes¬ 
sional development for 
teachers. This will allow 
teachers professional devel¬ 
opment opportunities focus¬ 
ing on the improvement of 
student learning. 

“This contract recognizes 
the importance of profes¬ 
sional development on stu¬ 
dent achievement,” said Don 
Dolan RDCSB superintend¬ 
ent. RDCSB teachers are 
happy about the five year 
deal and are looking for¬ 
ward to focusing on their 
students. 

“Teachers of Red Deer 
Catholic consider this five 
year deal fair. This agree¬ 
ment demonstrates that lo¬ 
cal bargaining works for Red 
Deer Catholic,” said ATA lo¬ 
cal president. “Both the 
teachers and the Board have 
always maintained a part¬ 
nership. Our Board recog¬ 
nizes that teachers are an 
investment.

Real Pioneer 
D ies In Cal gary 

One of the original pioneers of the 
Didsbury district. Mr. Manasseh Weber, 
aged 84. died last Wednesday. Feb. 13. at his 
home in Calgary. 

Mr. Weber started a homestead two miles 
from the townsite of Didsbury with the 
first group of settlers in the region in 1894. 
During more than half a century in the area, 
he became widely known lor various 
inventions, and as owner of the area's 
largest business, the Rosebud Flour Mills, 
which was destroyed by fire in 1948. 

Always interested in spreading the fame of 
Didsbury throughout the country, one of 
his latest tasks was compiling, and 
assembling in book form, the history of 
the area written entirely in rhyme. The 
book, containing more than 400 stanzas, 
was published recently and made available 
throughout Canada. 


A respected citizen of the community. Mr. 
Weber at one time wrote a regular column 
for the Didsbury Pioneer on pioneer life in 
the area, under the nom de plume of 
Pioneer Citizen. 


He retired to Calgary in 1953 to write the 
history of the area, and finish a series of hand 
drawn sketches to illustrate the history. 

Born in Berlin. Ont. Mr. Weber moved to 
Didsbury in 1894. He established bis 
homestead and farmed it until he moved to the 
United States in 1901 to complete his 
schooling. He returned to Didsbury in 1903 
and continued farming until 1906. when he 
moved into Didsbury and established his flour 
mill. The mill was destroyed by fire in 1910. 
but was reconstructed by Mr. Weber in 1911. 
Active in civic affairs while in Didsbury. Mr. 
Weber served a number of years on the school 
board of that community. 

He is survived by one daughter. Reta Miriam, 
of Calgary. 

Funeral services were held at the Coodcr 
Funeral Chapel Monday at 1:30 p.m. with Dr. 
G. B. Switzer officiating. Graveside service 
was held in Didsbury at 3:15 p.m.

Originally the walking 
was only going to take place 
once a week, but that was 
quickly increased to five days 
a week by walkers. 

“It is free, all you need are 
good, clean walking shoes,” 
said Lysohirka. “It is also 
very safe, no dogs to worry 
about and not weather de¬ 
pendant.” The program will 
only continue til the weather 
improves for the year, then it 
will resume next fall. 


“We want to continue to grow 
and get more people out,” said 
Lysohirka. “The school has 
been wonderful in supporting 
the program, they were very ea¬ 
ger to open their doors for us.” 

Walking is something almost 
everyone can do, and it has been 
proven that those who keep ac¬ 
tive can reduce their risk of get¬ 
ting type 2 diabetes by 58 9c. 

“I will be doing free blood 
sugar testing on Mondays before 
and after the exercising,” said 
Lysohirka. “It is a great way for 
people to keep motivated and see 
the benefits of walking.”

“We are going to have to be 
very careful what happens with 
others in non-compliance. We 
need to be very up front about 
what things are allowed and 
what aren’t. It has to be very 
clear, if you don’t have permits 
you aren’t going to get any¬ 
thing. We really have to tighten 
up.” 

Kemmere said the idea of 
inviting Gulbe to the table to 
see if this could be worked out, 
was the motivation of a few 


councillors. 

“And we managed to get an 
old dispute put to bed.” 
Kemmere made it clear coun¬ 
cils ability to do this in no way 
undermines past councils. 

“It has been an ongoing is¬ 
sue and there is fault on both 
sides. Previous councils dealt 
with this on the up and up. It 
isn’t like they couldn’t get the 
job done, it’s just that we have 
a different group at the table 
now with different motivations. 


Gulbe said this fight has 
made his family stronger. 

“I’ve learned a fair amount 
about how governments func¬ 
tion, I don’t care who knows 
it, I’m not happy with any gov¬ 
ernment, from the local level to 
the federal level. 

“One thing I want to make 
sure of is that the public is aware 
the present council consists of good 
ol’ common sense.

QUESTION: Is there a way that I as a father can 
influence my daughter's attitude toward boys? If she 
chooses to marry, she will need to understand men and 
know how to relate to them. Is that something I should 
be thinking about? 

DR. DOBSON: You bet it is. Long before a girl Finds 
her first real boyfriend or falls in love, her attitude to¬ 
ward men has been shaped quietly by her father. Why? 
Because the father-daughter relationship sets the stage 
for all future romantic involvements. 

If a young woman's father rejects her, she'll spend her 
life trying to find a man who can meet the needs he never 
fulfilled in her heart. If he's warm and nurturing, she'll 
look for a lover to equal him. If he thinks she’s beautiful 
and feminine, she'll be inclined to see herself that way. 
But if he rejects her as unattractive and uninteresting, 
she's likely to carry self-image problems into her adult 
years. 

It's also true that a woman's relationship with her hus¬ 
band is significantly influenced by the way she perceived 
her father's authority. If he was overbearing or capricious 
during her earlier years, she may precipitate power strug¬ 
gles with her husband throughout married life. But if 
Dad blended love and discipline in a way that conveyed 
strength, she may be more comfortable with a give-and- 
take marriage characterized by mutual respect. 

So much of what goes into marriage starts with the 
bride's father. That's why it behooves those of us with 
daughters to give our best effort to raising them prop¬ 
erly. You are right to be thinking about that vital rela¬ 
tionship. 

QUESTION: I am a grandmother who is blessed to 
have 14 grandchildren. I often take care of them and love 
just' having them over. However, I would like to do more 
for them than just baby-sit. What can I do to really make 
an impact on their lives? 

DR. DOBSON: Grandparents can have a powerful in¬ 
fluence on their grandchildren if they will take the time 
to invest in their lives. There is so much to be accom¬ 
plished while they are young. One great contribution you 
can make is to preserve the heritage of your family by 
describing its history to your grandchildren and acquaint¬ 
ing them with their ancestors. 

The lyrics of an African folk song say that when an old 
person dies, it's as if a library has burned down. It is 
true. There's a richness of history in your memory of ear¬ 
lier days that will be lost if it isn't passed on to the next 
generation. 

To preserve this heritage, you should tell them true 
stories of days gone by. Share your faith, your early fam¬ 
ily experiences, the obstacles you overcame or the fail¬ 
ures you suffered. Those recollections bring a family to¬ 
gether and give it a sense of identity. 

My great-grandmother, Nanny, helped raise me from 
babyhood. She was already old when I was born and lived 
to be nearly 100 years old. I loved for her to tell me tales 
about her early life on the frontier. A favorite story in¬ 
volved mountain lions that would prowl around her log 
cabin at night and attack the livestock. She could hear 
them growling and moving past her window as she lay in 
bed. Nanny's father would try to shoot the cats or chase 
them away before they killed a pig or a goat. 

I sat fascinated as this sweet lady described a world 
that had long vanished by the time I came on the scene. 
Her accounts of plains life helped open me to a love of 
history, a subject which fascinates me to this day. 

The stories of your past, of your childhood, of your 
courtship with their grandfather, etc., can be treasures 
to your grandchildren. Unless you share those experi¬ 
ences with them, that part of their history will be gone 
forever. Take the time to make "yesterday" come alive for 
the kids in your family, and by all means, pass your faith 
along to the next generation.
